GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  DISTRICT 
Nursing. 

A  domiciliary  nursing  and  midwifery  service  is  available 
throughout  the  District,  as  part  of  the  Council  Council's  scheme 
under  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

District  Nurse/ Midwives  are  stationed  at  Pocklington, 

Market  Leighton,  Wilberfoss,  Bubwith  and  Driffield. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  samples  are  examined  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  situated  at  Hull. 

Routine  samples  of  water  are  sent  to  this  Laboratory  for 
examination. 

Ambulance  Service. 

Ambulances  based  at  Pocklington  are  available.

General  Provisions  of  Health  Services  in  the  -District  (Cont. ) 


Treatment  Centres. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  fortnightly  at  Pocklington 
and  Market  Wc-ighton,  and  monthly  at  Stamford  Bridge  and  Warter. 

Ophthalmic  Clinics  are  held  quarterly  in  Pocklington  and 
Market  Weight on. 

Orthopaedic  Clinics  are  held  at  York,  Driffield  and 
Beverley. 

Tuberculosis  Clinics  are  held  at  Driffield,  Beverley  and 
York. 

Venereal  disease  Clinics  are  held  at  York  and  Hull. 

Hospitals 

General  medical  and  surgical  cases  are  admitted  to  hospitals 
at  York  and  Beverley.  Maternity  cases  go  to  Pulford,  Westow, 
Driffield  and  Beverley. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  take  action  in  one  case  during  the 
year.  This  was  in  the  case  of  an  elderly  lady  aged  85  years, 
suffering  from  congestive  cardiac  failure,  who  was  living  alone 
in  a  large  cottage  in  a  small  village.  Her  only  known  relative 
was  an  elderly  sister,  who  was  in  an  Old  Peoples  Home.  In 
spite  of  considerable  persuasion  from  her  General  Practitioner, 
she  refused  to  go  into  hospital,  and  action  became  necessary 
under  Section  47.  At  the  time  of  her  removal,  she  was 
bedridden  and  incontinent.  She  died  a  few  weeks  later  from 
cardiac  failure.  In  the  cottage  were  found  large  collections 
of  newspapers  and  magazines,  many  of  which  were  pre  first  World 
War. 


Common  Lodging  Houses.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  supply  and  distribution  of  water  supplies  within  the 
Rural  District  is  controlled  by  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area) 
Water  Board,  and  the  following  details  and  figures  are  given 
through  the  co-operation  of  the  Engineer  to  the  Board,  Mr.  H. 
Ackroyd,  whose  ready  assistance  is  acknowledged. 

Generally  speaking,  the  quality  of  water  supplied  in  the 
area  has  been  good,  only  occasionally  have  any  bad  samples  been 
reported,  and  these  have  been  due  mainly  to  pollution  at  the 
spring  sources.  All  spring  water  in  the  area  is  chlorinated 
before  passing  into  supply. 

The  quantity  of  water  has  been  sufficient. 

Pocklington  Rural  District  Council's  area  receives  water 
from  six  sources.  For  each  source  a  bacteriological  examination 
of  raw  water  is  taken  once  a  fortnight,  and  a  bacteriological 
examination  of  treated  water,  before  passing  into  a  supply,  is 
taken  every  week.

The  population  in  Pocklington  Rural  District  Council's  area 
supplied  from  public  water  mains  direct  to  houses  is  14,300,  and 
the  number  of  dwellings  supplied  by  standpipes  is  38.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  weekly  in 
Pocklington  and  Market  Weighton,  and  the  bins  are  lifted  from 
the  rear  of  the  premises.  In  the  remaining  parishes,  the 
collection  is  at  fortnightly  intervals,  and  from  the  kerbside. 
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The  collection  of  all  refuse  within  the  rural  area  is 
done  by  two  vehicles  of  the  "Fore  and  Aft"  tipping  type,  and 
as  in  previous  years,  the  bulk  increased  while  tk©  weight 
decreased.  In  view  of  incroasod  doveiopment ,  especially  in 
Pocklington  and  Market  Weighton,  the  Council  gave  consideration 
to  the  increasing  strain  on  the  capacity  of  the  present  vehicles 
and  trials  were  carried  out  with  a  vehicle  of  larger  size. 

These  proved  satisfactory  and  preliminary  steps  were  taken  to 
add  a  vehicle  of  35  cu.  yard  capacity  to  the  fleet.  Each  of  the 
present  vehicles  is  operated  by  a  Driver/hoader  and  two  loaders. 

The  tips  are  situated  at  Yapham  Mill  and  Cliff e  Lane, 
Market  Weighton,  and  the  former,  which  receives  the  bulk  of  the 
collections  is  controlled  by  a  full-time  tip  attendant. 


SEWAGE  PURIFICATION  AND  DISPOSAL. 


The  scheme  for  the  Pocklington  District  had  been  put  into 
operation  in  December,  1962,  and  in  the  very  early  part  of  the 
year,  the  outstanding  ijouse  connections  and  conversions  were 
completed.  The  scheme  provides  for  disposal  at  the  Pocklington 
works  of  the  sewage  ffom  Pocklington,  Barmby  Moor,  Sutton  Lane 
and  Allerthorpe.  A  scheme  was  also  approved  which  allows  for  the 
pumping  of  sewage  to  these  works  from  the  industrial  site  on  the 
former  Eocklington  Airfield  which  is  served  by  a  complete  system 
of  existing  sewers.  Consideration  was  given  to  a  report  which 
warned  of  surcharge  in  the  George  Street  sewer  if  no  provisions 
were  made  to  separate  the  storm  water  at  the  new  estates  to  the 
north  of  the  town.  The  Council  accepted  the  report  and  tenders 
were  received  for  a  new  storm  sewer  with  a  view  to  the  work  being 
put  in  hand  early  in  1964. 

Preparation  work  for  the  new  group  scheme  at  Market  Weighton 
continued,  and  some  difficulties  regarding  the  siting  of  pumping 
stations,  etc.,  were  finally  overcome. 

The  Council  considered  a  report  by  the  Consulting  Engineers 
on  another  group  shceme  for  the  Southern  area  of  the  Rural  District 
and  the  villages  embraced  in  the  proposal  are  :  Sutton-on-Derwent , 
East  Cottingwith,  Thornton,  Seaton  Ross,  Bielby  and  Everinghain. 

The  former  Airfield  works  near  Melbourne  is  to  be  the  site  for 
disposal.  The  sewage  from  Melbourne  is  treated  there  at  present, 
and  this  village  is  geographically  centre  of  the  group  referred  to. 
Preliminary  work  on  negotiation  of  sites  etc.  was  well  under  way 
towards  the  end  of  the  year. 
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When  estimates  were  being  considered  in  February,  a  proposal 
wqs  brought  forward  whereby  the  Council  should  embark  on  a 
continuous  programme  of  provision  of  sewers  and  disposal  works  for 
these  villages  without  such  facilities  at  present.  The  first  part 
of  this  final  programme  was  put  into  action  by  the  Council’s 
acceptance  of  the  report  for  the  sewering  of  Fangfoss,  Spittal  and 
Bolton. 

The  joint  scheme  with  Flaxton  Rural  District  Council  at 
Stamford  Bridge/Gate  Helmsley  for  further  extension  to  the  Disposal 
Works  got  under  way. 

Under  the  Rivers  Prevention  of  Pollution  Act,  1961,  the 
Minister  declared  1st  June,  1963  as  the  appointed  day  for  the 
purpose  of  the  operation  of  the  Act.  All  discharges  not  approved 
under  the  1951  Act  were  affected  by  this  legislation  and 
applications  were  lodged  with  each  of  the  two  River  Boards  concerned 
for  a  continuance  of  the  discharges. 

Following  a  survey  of  the  District  to  ascertain  the  mood  of 
farmers  in  relation  to  their  obligations  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1961  in  respect  of  farm  effluent  the  Council  resolved  that  no 
provision  be  made  in  any  future  sewage  scheme  for  the  reception  of 
any  such  effluent. 

The  Council  continued  with  their  policy  of  conversion  of 
earth  closets  etc.,  to  water  carriage  system,  and  a  survey  was 
made  at  Bishop  Wilton  where  a  sewage  scheme  has  been  in  operation 
for  twelve  years.  Where  Septic  tanks  were  required  in  villages 
without  sewers,  the  tanks  were  placed  in  a  position  where  the  house 
drains  can  be  easily  connected  to  the  village  sewer  when  it  is  laid 
in  the  future.  Consequently ,  with  the  increase  in  septic  tanks,  there 
has  been  an  increasing  demand  for  the  emptying  service,  and  the  new 
cesspool  emptier  obtained  during  the  year,  did  not  arrive  too  soon.

The  whole  of  the  programme  got  under  way  with  the  exception 
of  the  bungalows  at  Ilayton,  which  were  held  up  through  difficulties 
experienced  in  the  purchase  of  land.  24  flats,  which  had  been 
allocated  previously,  completed  the  proposal  for  redevelopment  in 
the  Chapmangate  area  of  Pocklington.  This  area  is  now  named 
Kirkgate,  and  a  two  bedroomed  flat  of  similar  design  to  those 
erected  on  part  of  the  site  in  1962  was  adopted  for  completion 
of  the  scheme.  A  two  storey  block  of  four  bed-sitters  and 
thirty-three  2  bedroomed  flats  in  four  3  storey  blocks  complete 
the  site,  with  provision  made  for  garage  space.  Expected 
completion  is  mid  1964. 

When  the  year  closed,  all  the  dwellings  were  in  an  advanced 
state  of  construction,  together  with  a  group  scheme  at  Market 
Weighton  for  the  provision  of  20  Welfare  Bungalows,  a  Common 
Room  and  a  Wardens  Bungalow.  These  dwellings  are  modelled  on  a 
successful  scheme  at  Pocklington,  which  was  officially  opened  in 
1962. 

Discussions  took  place  regarding  an  additional  allocation 
of  houses  in  the  three  largest  parishes  of  Pocklington,  Market 
Weighton  and  Stamford  Bridge,  to  meet  the  demands  of  growing 
industries,  which  are  having  to  consider  the  importation  of 
labour. 

Future  programmes  of  redevelopment  were  confined  to 
Pocklington,  with  another  area  in  the  region  of  Chapmangate 
earmarked  for  early  consideration. 

The  entrance  road  to  Scaife  Garth,  Pocklington  was 
constructed, after  a  delay  of  six  years  caused  through  difficulty 
in  land  purchase.  The  temporary  access  was  closed.

Applications  for  Improvement  Grants  to  bring  property  up  to 
modern  requirements  amounted  to  87,  and  it  was  a  pleasing  feature 
to  record  that  several  owners  of  property,  who  were  faced  with 
expenditure  on  W.C.  conversions  with  new  sewage  schemes,  chose  to 
provide  all  amenities  with  the  aid  of  grants. 

The  Council  continued  with  their  policy  of  Slum  Clearance, 
and  notices  were  served  on  properties  where  the  tenants  were  likely 
to  be  rehoused  at  an  early  date,  or  where  property  was  such  that 
its  early  closing  and  demolition  was  imperative.

Since  1954,  when  meat  was  decontrolled,  the  Council  have 
maintained  lOO^o  inspection  of  all  meat  slaughtered  within  the  area. 
This  was  not  a  compulsory  duty  on  the  Council,  but  it  became  so  on 
the  1st  October  by  the  introduction  of  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations.  The  Council  decided  to  charge  for  the  inspection 
service,  and  due  to  the  thorough  content  of  the  Regulations,  your 
officials  were  called  on  to  carry  out  regular  overtime  duties, 
which  had  only  been  required  on  rare  occasions  in  the  previous  nine 
years.

There  are  twenty-eight  registered  slaughtermen  on  the 
Council’s  Register. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act.  1949. 

The  Council  does  not  operate  a  system  of  direct  labour  for 
treatment  of  infested  premises,  but  employs  the  services  of  two 
persons  within  the  Rural  District,  who  act  on  their  own  account, 
either  by  first-hand  request,  or  by  notification  through  the 
Council  Offices. 

The  sewer  systems,  within  the  Rural  District,  were  treated, 
and  in  Pocklington  sewers,  a  full  treatment  liras  done  during 
March  with  Fluoracetamide  used  as  the  poison.  The  infestation 
was  slight. 


Atmospheric  Pollution. 


The  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research 
approached  the  Council  to  take  part  in  a  National  Survey,  and 
two  sites  were  suggested  for  setting  up  stations  to  record 
measurements.  Both  are  in  the  Market  Weight on  area.
